Advises Against Using Boys as Firemen 
Unless Certain Legal Conditions Are Met 



How far fire companies can go 
in using minors as volunteer fire- 
men and under what conditions 
they v can work is legally analized 
in an opinion given the Haverford 
Township* Commissioners last 
week by the Township's solicitor. 
William H. Toal, Llanerch. 

Because of the increasing man- 
power shortage in this field of 
public service the Commissioners 
asked Solicitor Toal for an opin- 
ion. It has been drawn to the 
Commissioners' attention that 
several of the local fire companies 
already were using minors. They 
foresaw that the practice was 
likely to grow and wanted to know 
how they stood under the present 
State laws. 

Tn his premise Toal, who is first 
assistant district attorney of Del- 
aware County, explains that min- 
ors between the ages og 16 and 18 
years, must be considered as paid 
employes because they receive 
certain benefits from their connec- 
tion with volunteer fire companies 
such as coverage by Workmen's 
Compensation, accident and lia- 
bility insurance coverage and the 
furnishing of personal equipment 
This classification would hold, he 
points out. despite the fact the 
volunteer fireman receives no pay 
for his services. 

Considered under the status of 
a so-called paid employe the so- 
licitor says their employment is 
affected by three laws whose re- 
quirements must be met if the 
municipality is to keep itself clear 
of legal entanglements. 

First, as Attorney Toal says, 
the Motor Vehicle Code of Penn- 
sylvania prevents 'the use of 
minors to operate fire trucks. 

He quotes from the Code: 

-i'lt shall be unlawful for any 
person, under the age of 18 years 
to operate a motor vehicle upon 
any highway as a paid employe 



or for any person to cause or per- 
jnit such operation ." 

Second, the solicitor, says that 
a legislative act of 1915 prevents 
the employment of a minor be- 
tween 16 and 18 years in a haz- 
ardous position. 

The law reads: 

"It shall be unlawful for any 
minor under 18 years of age to 
be employed or permitted to work 
in any occupation dangerous to 
the life or limb or injurious to 
the health or morals of the said 
minor as such occupations shall 
from time • to time, after public 
hearings thereon, be determined 
and declared by the Industrial 
Board of the Department of La- 
bor and Industry." 

Attorney Toal says that "the 
fighting of fires is, undoubtedly, 
a dangerous occupation, although. 
as far as he knows, the State De- 
partment of Labor and Industry 
has made no specific ruling that 
fire fighting is a hazardous occu- 
pation. Providing, it is found, 
they have made such a ruling or, 
in the near future, would make 
such a ruling then the employ- 
ment of minors would constitute 
a violation of the law. he warned. 

He pointed out that under the 
provisions of the Workmen's 
Compensation Law of 1915 that 
any injuries sustained when a 
minor is being employed in viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of 
law that the compensation pay- 
ments or death benefits are dou- 
bled. Also, that if this should oc- 
cur the employer is liable for tjie 
additional compensation. 

As a third point, the solicitor 
advises that no minor should be 
employed as a volunteer fireman 
unless he obtains working papers 
a required by the Child Labor 
Law. Also, he says that failure 
to obtain certificate for employ-

Main Line Branch 
Is $200,000 Short 

The Main Line Branch of the j 
Red Cross announced this week 
that its 1944 War Fund drive, still 
far short of its stiff quota, had 
been continued beyond the "Vic- 
tory Week" extension, which ended 
last Thursday. 

By Monday night the total 
amount collected during the cam- 
paign was $300,700.99. This left 
the branch nearly $200,000 be- 
hind the $510,000 goal established 
when the drive started early in 
March. 

Officials expressed no opinion j 
regarding the possibility of reach- I 
ing the quota, merely stating that I 
solicitations would continue until i 
the National quota of $200,000.- | 
000 had been reached. | 

A branch spokesman emphasized : 
that any local residents who are 
not solicited or re-solicited during 
the present extension can still 
make direct contributions and 
pledges through workers, or at the 
Red Cross Center, Suburban 
Square, Ardmore. 

"No more timely expression of 
the range of Red Cross service 
could be possible than the agency's 
presence and its prodigious work 
during the recent floods in the 
West and the Southern tornado 
disaster," said the spokesman. 

"Even while the vast weight of 
its work is concentrated on the 
fighting fronts, it was still able to 
meet the challenge that arose so 
unexpectedly in this country. 

"But these most recent home 
front exigencies," continued the 
spokesman, "also underline the 
fact that even in the midst of its 
vast war work, the Red Cross 
must still answer the calls for 
mercy at home. To do both jobs 
fully and effectively, your help— 
the very most you can give — is 
still needed, and needed urgently." 



Tax Collectors to 
Get New Increase 

Higher Commissions 
Will Compensate for 
Tax Rate Cut 



Increases of one-half to three 
percent in the commissions to be 
paid tax collectors of Montgomery 
County for collecting County, In- 
stitution District and County Per- 
sonal Property taxes have been 
authorized by County Commis- 
sioners Foster C. Hillegass. Fred 
C. Peters and Raymond K. 
Mensch, it was announced Friday 
at a meeting of the Montgomery 
County Tax Collectors Association. 
The meeting was held at Tyson's 
Hotel, Harleysville. 

W. Veryl Walton, President of 
the association, stated that letters 
from the County Commissioners to 
ail tax collectors of the county 
were in the mail and would be de- 
livered in the morning. 

The unanimoir. action of the 
County Commissioners followed a 
conference with Walton at which 
he pointed out that the compen- 
sation of tax collectors had de- 
creased substantially during the 
past several years due to the 50 
per cent reduction which has been 
made in County taxes since 1939 
by the County Commissioners. 

A graduated scale has been es- 
tablished under the new plan 
whereby the commission percent- 
age allowed varies according to 
the total amount of the valuation 
on real estate and personal prop- 
erty in the tax duplicate for 
County, Institution District and 
County Personal Property taxes. 
This graduated scale applies to 
commissions on taxes paid before 
the expiration of the five percent 
abatement (discount) period. 
After tlie close of this abatement 
period, a fiat five percent com- 
mission will be paid, as in the 
past, to all collectors, regardless 
of the amount of the duplicate. 

Previously, the compensation 
for all tax collectors for collec- 
tion of County, Institution Dis- 
trict and County Personal Prop- 
erty taxes was two percent com- 
mission for the abatement period. 

The increased pay scale for tax 
collectors, it was pointed out. will 
not he instituted at the expense 
of the taxpayers of the County by 
any increase in taxes, but will rep- 
resent a budgetary transfer of 
general county funds. 

The County Commissioners' ac- 
tion, it was stated, in no way af- 
fects the compensation paid tax 
collectors by boroughs, townships 
and school districts which is gov- 
erned by local authorities.

"A year has passed since the 
State of Georgia lowered her 
voting age to 18. However, 
Pennsylvania has yet to take 
this step. Suppose we Delaware 
Counlians analyse the facts of 
the case. 

"First, aren't the majority of 
young adults 18 to 21 high 
school graduates? For that 
matter, many have completed 
two or more years of college and 
some already have degrees. 
Actually, this age group has a 
much higher educational, cul- 
tural, and literate standard 
than our own (over 21) group. 

"Second, are not most of these 
young people economically self- 
sufficient? To be sure, many arc 
married or in business for them- 
selves. Most pay taxes, which 
raises another issue, 'no taxa- 
tion without representation.' 
Yes, our young people are as 
much an integral part of society 
as we ourselves — yet, they can- 
not cast ballots? Is this fair? 

"Furthermore, one of the prin- 
ciples of American democracy is 
the so-called 'right of all adult 
citizens to vote.' If that be the 
case, how about the six million 
adult citizens who have less 
right to vote than a subject of 
Nazi Germany? 

"Don't forget, many of our 
sons, nephews, and younger bro- 
thers are fighting for the very 
right denied them. Surely, if a 
man is old enough to shoulder 
a gun, he's old enough to vote. 

"Whatever these young peo- 
ple lack in experience and ma- 
turity, they make up in en- 
thusiasm and progressivism. 
By all means, let's have suffrage 
—rights for 18-year-olds."

The 
causes of most of these fires are 
not hard to find. High on the list, 
I am sorry to say, is bad house- 
; keeping. 

"By bad housekeeping, I don't 
necessarily mean a dirty house, 
but the storage of large amounts of 
papers, magazines, rags, old mat- 
tresses and furniture in closets, 
attics and basements where they 
will provide tinder for any spark 
i which- may fall on them, or which 
j may be the source of spontaneous 
combustion. 

'There's double reason for get- 
ting these things out of the house 
as the housewife makes Sprint? 
cleaning- plans this year. First, 
there is a selfish reason— to pro- 
tect the home and family from the 
ravages of fire. Second, there is a 
patriotic reason — it's just, as im- 
portant to get. papers and rags 
cut of your house and into the 
hands of your local salvage com- 
mitte as it is to buy War Bonds 
or to support the USO. the Fire 
Marshal says. 

"Serious at any time, fires today 
are doubly so as they burn hard- 
to-replacc, if not impossible-to- 
replace. materials. Keep the home 
front fit and fighting by making

VETERANS FIND JOBS 
Of the 11,516 veterans who applied for jobs, 6,361 found work 
immediately during a demonstration program opened in January by 
the U. S. Employment Service, the War Manpower Commission an- 
nounced. This service for veterans will be continued and expanded 
to USES local offices throughout the country, where veterans will be 
permitted to "shop around*' before deciding on a job. Job oppor- 
tunities for physically handicapped veterans from this war will be- 
better than they were for the handicapped veterans of the last war, 
in the opinion of WMC, based on recent studies. Placements of 
handicapped workers in 1943 were approximately seven times the 
number placed in 1940. A large proportion of the physically handi- 
capped require only careful job placement. Veterans will be hired 
in OPA offices and boards throughout the country as rapidly as 
vacancies occur. About 2,500 vacancies occur each month. 
NEW SHOE STAMP 
Beginning May 1, Airplane Stamp 2 in War Ration Book Three 
may be used for buying one pair of rationed shoes, OPA announced. 
The new stamp and Airplane Stamp 1 will be good indefinitely. 
Stamp 18 in Book One will expire April 30. From May 1 through 
May 20, children's low-priced shoes (maximum $1.60 per pair) in 
sizes 8>2 through 12, and misses' and little boys' shoes in sizes 12! j 
through 3 will be ration-free. In 1943 sales of civilian rationed shoes 
exceeded production by more than 53 million pairs, which made it 
necessary late last year to decrease the number of shoes available 
to civilians. 

TAKE YOUR SHOPPING BAG 
American housewives may help avert the critical shortage of 
store bags and wrapping paper expected during the next few months 
by carrying shopping bags or baskets when marketing and by re- 
using paper bags whenever possible, WPB says. Small and boxed 
articles should be accepted unwrapped and several purchases from 
the same store should be put all in one bag. The current allocation 
of bags and wrapping paper is less than one- third of prewar supplies. 
PRICE CHANGES 
Prices, which remained relatively stable during the past two years 
on coal, lumber, newsprint, and other basic industrial products, showed 
a gradual increase in recent months, the Secretary of Labor reports. 
Food prices, which previously had advanced the most, have been re- 
duced 6 per cent. Prices for clothing, house-furnishings, fuel, and ser- 
vices have moved up — the largest increase being in clothing. The cost 
of living as a whole, however, declined 0.6 per cent in the first two 
months of 1944. 

FUEL OIL RATIONING 
The present fuel year will end August 31 instead of September 30 
as originally scheduled, OPA announces, and beginning September 1 
all period fuel oil coupons after they become valid will remain good 
through August 31, 1945. 

CHILD HEALTH DAY 
Groups of American boys and girls in high school, Sunday school, 
Boy and Girl Scout troops, Victory Corps and other organizations are 
planning to hold forums on May 1, Child Health Day, to talk about 
improving the health of young people, the Department of Labor 
Children's Bureau announced. 

ROUND-UP

/cading disabilities in younger 
•nildren, but also included special 
reception disorders and disaoiluies 
iii reading, arithmetic, handwrit- 
ing and m general expression. 
vJQffl'tctive and remedial methods 
mid at the hospital clinic were 
discussed including the giving of 
exhaustive tests and the deter- 
mining oL the causes ol tne trou- 
ole and the treatment needed. The 
clinic is equipped with machines 
which diagnose the ailments, such 
as a ophthalmograph, eye-move- 
ment camera wnicn produces a 
strip of movie rilm, stereoscope 
ana rotoscope through which tne 
child looks at pictures. Mr. Ketcli- 
iim told of children maKing pho- 
nograph records ot their voices to 
test phonetic trouolcs. 

It is estimated that 10 per cent 
ot all scnool children between the 
apes ot 9 and 14 are handicapped 
with some reading disability, ac- 
cording to the speaker. 

Mr. Ketchum stated that a 
study was recently made in juven- 
ile delinquency courts ana it was 
determined tnat an amazing per- 
centage i approximately 4t> per 
cent) of chnoren violating tne law 
had not learned to read properly. 

If a child has a reading disabil- 
ity, vision, hearing or hearing 
memory, intelligence and language 
functions should be checked. The 
trouble may be caused from a va- 
riety or combination of physical 
ailments, or irom psychological 
disturbances.

In conclusion the solicitor says 
"the analysis of the law respect- 
ing the employment of minors un- 
der 18 years as voluntary firemen 
can be stated as follows: 

"a. If the Industrial Board 
has not found as a fact that such 
employment is dangerous to the 
life or limb or injurious to t lie 
health or morals of a minor, after 
a public hearing thereon, then it 
is my opinion that such minors 
can be employed legally as volun- 
teer firemen. 

"b. If employed as such, each 
minor must produce a proper cer- 
tificate of employment to be
